TOKIO, March 4.—The Great Northern 
steamer Dakota is stranded on a shoal in the 
Bay of Tokio. The vessel went ashore in 
a dense fog that prevailed last night. 

The vessel's passengers were taken off to- 
day and brought to Tokio. Agents of the 
Great Northern line here say the Dakota 
is not badly damaged and expect that it will 
be floated successfully. 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

YOKOHAMA, March 8.—The Great North- 
ern steamship Dakota, one of the largest 
passenger and cargo vessels afloat, went 
ashore in a fog tonight on a reef off Shira- 
hama in the bay of Tokio. 

The work of taking off the vessel's passen- 
gers and mails has been going on since it 


struck, a little after 6 o’clock. The crew of | 


the ve&Ssel remains aboard. 


The reef on which the Dakota grounded | 
lies near the shore midway between Mojima | 


and Sunosaki, shortly after 6 o'clock Sun- 
day night. It is thought that the Sunosaki 
light was mistaken for Jogashiama light. 


Passengers Are Taken Off. 

The steamer struck heavily and the water 
poured intoits hold. Fortunately it was hard 
and fast on the rock and in smooth water. 
Boats were instantly lowered to transfer the 
passengers totheshore. This work was com- 
pleted later by salvage vessels sent to the 
scene by agents of the Great Morthers com- 
pany here. 

There was no panic on board the vessel and 
discipline was maintained until the passen- 
gers were reassured. 


Big Ship Badly Damaged. 
Agents of the line who have inspected the 
vessel report that the Dakota is badly dam- 
aged and that the task of refloating the huge 
ship will be difficult. 


The Dakota, the biggest cargo carrier and 
second largest steamship in the world at the 
time of its launching in 1908, was buiit at 
the Eastern Shipbuilding company's yards 
at New London, Conn. It was built for the 
Hill Une and proceeded to the Pacific soon 
after its launching. Its sister ship, the 
Minnesota, was built at the same yards the 
same year. They are said to be the strongest 
liners in the world. The Dakota has a cargo 
capacity for 28,000 tons dead weight and 
accommodations for 2,700 passengers. Its 
dimensions are: Length, 680 feet; breadth, 
738% feet; molded depth, 56 feet. It is a 14 
knot boat In good weather. 


LINERS ON GOODWIN SANDS. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, March 4.—8 a. m.~In an impen~ 
etrable fog that hung over the strait of Dover 
yesterday the Red Star liner Vaderland, the 
British steamer Devona, and at least two 
other vessels ran ashore on Goodwin sands, 
One of two German steamers was sunk incol- 
lision, carrying down eight of its crew. 

The Devona, bound from Portland to Lon- 
don, was traveling slowly in the fog when it 
touched. It was brought off safely under its 
own steam and proceeded on its course. 

The big liner Vaderland, which sailed from 
Antwerp for New York on Saturday, went 
hard and fast on the East Goodwin sands. 
Tugs sent from Boston to its assistance were 
held back by the thick fog, and for hours 
there was considerable anxiety concerning 
the safety of the ship. 


Vaderland Is Hauled Off. 

It was not until 1:30 this morning that a 
tug succeeded in getting hawsers on the 
Vaderland and hauled it off. The vessel was 
none the worse for its mishap and proceeded 
on its voyage. The shock of grounding ip 
the fog created alarm among the passengers, 
but. there was no panic on board. 

Two other vessels that are known to have 
grounded on the sands have not been floated. 


Eight Perish in Collision. 

In addition to the vessels reported ashore 
a number of collisions occurred in the fog. 

The most serious of these was a collision 
between the German tramp steamers Mar- 
sala and Helene, in which the Helene was 
sunk and eight members of its crew drowned. 

The grounding of the Vaderland recalls the 
collision between that ship and the steamer 
Naworth Castle on Jan. 19 off the South 
Goo@win sands. The Naworth Castle was 
sunk and three of its crew perished. The 
Vaderland suffered damage to her plates be- 
low the water line. The admiralty court on 
eb. 19 rendered judgment against the Red 
Star line, holding that the Vaderland was to 
blame for the cHlision. 

The Vaderland is a twin screw steamer of 
12,017 tons; length, 580 feet; breadth, 60 feet. 
It carries ordinarily about 200 first class, 150 
gecond class, and 1,500 steerage passengers. 
It is commanded by Capt. R. P. Ehoff. 


The Goodwin sands comprise an area of 
Gangerous shoals in the Strait of Dover, ex- 
tending along the southeast coast of England 
for a distance of ten miles. Many serious 
marine disasters have occurred on the sands.

Archie Roosevelt Stricken and Is 
Placed in Quarantine. 


_ 


NO DELAY T0 DAILY ROUTINE 


Executive Offices Too Far Away to 
Endanger Visitors. 


Washington, D. C., March 8.—[Special. }— 
Archie Roosevelt, the president's third gon, 
is ill with diphtheria, and part of the White 
house ie in quarantine. In an official state- 
ment issued from the president's offices to- 
day announcing the fact it was sald: 

“He now seems to be doing well. He is 
isolated in a southeast room of the White 
house and a strict quarantine is being ob- 
served.”’ 

The case is of a severe and virulent type. 
It first made its appearance on Friday last, 
when Archie took to his bed and a physician 
was called. 

Diphtheria was suspected from the first, 
but it was said this afternoon that the case 
was not diagnosed fora certainty until yes- 
terday. 

The matter was kept quiet until celecn 
when the official bulletin was issued from 
Secretary Loeb's office, with the additional 
information that the presence of a conta- 
gious diséase in a remote corner of the White 
house would make no difference in the trans- 
action of business In the president's offices. 


Executive Offices Isolated. 

The offices used by President Roosevelt and 
the clerical force connected with the White 
house are in a small building located be- 
tween the mansion and the State, War, and 
Navy building, and connected with the for- 
mer by a long terrace. 

It was said this afternoon that only the 
single room occupied by the young patient 
would be quarantined, no further precaution 
against the spread of the disease being con- 
sidered necessary. In some cases the health 
officer quarantines a whole house when 


diphtheria, scarlet fever, or other contagious | 


diseases appear, but it was explained that 
in a house as large as the White house it Is 
unnecessary to place a quarantine over the 
whole bullding. 


President Not Thought Exposed. 

No anxiety for the president is expressed 
at the White houee, the belief being he has 
not had an opportunity to contract the dis- 
ease. It is not quite clear just when Mr. 
Roosevelt last saw Archie, but it was said 
this afternoon that it was at least three or 
four days since they had met. 

On the other hand it appears that Archie 
hag been ailing for several days, and that 
all last week he complained of not feeling 
well. It was thought at first he was suffering 
from a light attack of the grip. 

The president, at any rate, is not concerned 
for his own health. He went out horseback 
riding as usual this afternoon, Other mem- 
bers of the family remained within doors, 
although the servants were coming and go- 
ing as usual. 

Archie Roosevelt attends Friend’s select 
school in Washington. No other cases have 
appeared in the school as far as can be 
learned. The sick boy is being attended by 
Surgeon General Rixey of the navy, the 
president's physician.

AGREE AS TO REPORTS. 


Petition Against Russia's So- 
called Brutality to Peo- 
ple Presented. 


Washington, D. C., March 4, 2 a. m.—Ow- 
ing to crush of business and the fact thet 
congress expires: by limitation at noon today, 
the house was In session Sunday. Most of 
the day’s session was devoted to conference 
reports. At 12:10 a. m. the house took a re 
cess until, 9:80 today. 

A partial report on the sundry civil bill 
and @ partial report on the La Follette rail- 
road bill were accepted and the bills sent 
back to conference for further consultation 
with the representatives of the senate. The 
final report on the pension appropriation bill, 
containing a provision for the maintenance 
of eighteen pension agencies, was agreed to. 
The. bill authorizing the establishment of an 
agricultural bank in the Philippine islands 
was passed. 


Agree on Sundry Civil Bill. 

The sundry civil appropriation bill, the last 
of the general appropriation bills, was agreed 
upon after a conference extending over two 
days. The principal items of dispute: were 
disposed of as follows: Plans were author- 
ized for a government building at Denver, 
Colo., imited to $1,800,000; provision for the 
purchase of land for a new building for the 
departments of state, justice, and commerce 
and for parks in the city of Washington were 
stricken out; the investigation of the con- 
dition of women and child workers will be 
conducted by the department of commerce 
and labor, but the employment of special in- 
vestigators is forbidden; the withdrawal of 
the Coeur d@’Aléne Indian reservation ip 
Idaho as a public park was dropped; the con- 
centration of the purchase of supplies for all 
the departments of Washington in commis- 
sion also was dropped. The report immedi- 
ately was agreed on by the senate, and a 
i minutes nie at a was accepted by the

Petition in Behalf of Russia. 

In connection with the establishment of im- 
migrant stations at Galveston, New Orleans, 
and Charleston, 8. C., Mr. Bennett of New 
York presented in the house a petition 
signed by a distinguished Hst of American 
citizens, calling upon the congress of the 
United States to protest against the * per- 
verted use of governmental functions of 
which the Russian people are the victims.”’

The house passed the senate bill amending 
the act enabling the people of Oklahoma and 
the Indian territory to form a constitution 
by providing for the transfer of cases from 
the courts in Oklahoma and Indian. ter- 
ritory to the United States District and Cir- 
uit courts of the state of Oklahoma. The 
house also passed the senete bill providing for 
the assignment of district judges to perform 
the duties of disabled judges. The bill gives 
the chief justice.the right.to designate the 
judge of one district to perform the duties of 
a judge in another district in case of disabil- 
ity.on the part of the latter. 

After a heated debate, lasting for over an 
hour, the house decided almost unanimously 
today to stand for a provision in the bill 
regulating the hours of. railroad employés, 
which will prevent railway telegraphers 
from working more than nine consecutive 
hours.

SHORT CONGRESS ACTIVE ONE. 


Billion Dollars Appropriated and Many 
Reforms Given Additional 


Strength. 


Washington, D. C., >.. March %.—More money 
bas been appropriated during the short ses- 
sion of the fifty-minth congress, which passes 
into history. at noon tomorrow, than ere 
ing any previous session. The amount, 
near as can be estimated, wens ct 
$1,000,000,000. Two big battleships were au- 
thorized for the navy. The artillery corps of 
the army was reorganized and enlarged. A 
general service pension was granted to vet- 
erans of the Mexican and civil wars, and like 
provisions were made for army nurses. For 
river and harbor improvements the appropri- 
ation aggregated $83,000,000. 

Increased salaries were given cabinet min- 
isters, the vice president, senators, the speak- 
er of the house of representatives and its 
members, ambassadors, ministers, and con- 
suls, postoffice clerks and letter carriers. 

The public made more inquiries for informa- 
tion from the document rooms of congress re- 
garding the ship subsidy bill, the currency 
measure, and the bill regulating the hours of 
service of railroad employés than any other 
pending legislation. Ship subsidy died hard 
in the last hours. The other two measures 
became laws as the session closed. 


Jap Coolie Act Pushed Through. 

The immigration bill, one of the measures 
brought over from the long session, was com- 
pleted under the spur of President Roose- 
velt that he might meet the California- 
Japanese situation by giving the adminis- 
tration control of coolie importation through 
passports. The bill further restricts the ad- 
mission of aliens to the country.

Chicago Alienist Gives His Decision 
After Long Examination of Thomas 
Baldwin of Bloomington. 


Bloomington, DL, March 8.—[Special.J~—Dr. 
J. Whitney Hall, a medico-legal mental ex- 
pert of Chicago, after @ careful examination 
today, pronounced Thomes Baldwin, who 
killed Mrs. Eiseman, her daughter, Cora, and 
Mr. and Mrs. Kennedy last Thursday, hope- 
lessly insane. 

Dr. Hall was summoned here by Baldwin's 
relatives and spent a large portion of today 
in the cell with Baldwin. He studied the 
various actions, Gisposition, and other char- 
acteristics of the prisormer and talked with 
him at length upon various subjects. He was 
intro@uced to Baldwin simply as a friend, 
not as a physician, and the prisoner had no 
suspicion of the character of the examina- 
tion. He talked freely to Dr. Hall, but would 
only dwell upon the criminal assault case 
which led up to the killing. 

“You killed four people and will have to 
hang,’ was the exclamation of the doctor. 

It had no effect upon Baldwin. He replied 
that he did not care whether he was hung 
or not; but he did not care to be accused of 
injuring the girl when he was not guilty.

Dies in Georgia. 


Dr. Acland Oronhratetha., 


Savanneh, Ga., March 8.—[Spectal.]—Ac- 
land Oronhyatekha, a full blooded Mohawk 
Ifdian chief, who was supreme chief ranger 
of the Ancient Order of Foresters, died today 
in Sayannah. He-was nearly 66 years old, 
Dr. Oronhyatekha was known as the rich- 
est Indian in America. His office in 
the Foresters brought him a salary of $1,000 
ayear. Wise investments made him one of 
the rich men of Canada, where he lived ina 
country place at Desoronto, patterned after 
the English fashion. Me also owned an is- 
land in the St. Lawrence river. Oronhyate- 
kha, which means “ Burning Cloud,’ was 
educated by the prince of Wales, now King 
Edward VII., at Oxford, and afterwards at 
Toronto university, where he graduated in 
medicine. The prince took a fancy to the 
young Indian while on his American tour in 
1860. Dr. Oromhyatekha reorganized the For- 
esters in 1881, when it was practically bank- 
rupt, and put it om a paying basis. It now 
has a reserve of more than $3,000,000 and a 
membership of more than 200,000.

Federation of Miners. 

The means of securing the release of the 
imprisoned unionists was left to the execu- 
tive committee of the federation to deter- 
mine.

regard for the law in the accomplishment 
of the purpose. This expression was toned 
down, however, in a resolution prepared by 
more conservative members. The resolu- 
tion stated that it was the sense of the 
federation that the union men were not 
guilty and that their liberty should be se- 
cured to them immediately. 


. Attacks Judge and Jury. 

In commection with the discussion of the 
subject an attack was made on Judge Ball, 
who presided in the first trial of ‘ Czar ” 
Shea and his associates. The phlippic was 
delivered by a teamster delegate, who de- 
clared: 

“Judge Ball tried to railroad officials of 
the teamsters’ union to the penitentiary. 
He is.a manufacturer of anarchy.” 

This teamster also added that, in his 
opinion, the five members of the first jury 
who refused to vote for Shea’s acquittal 
were “ skunks.” 

The Franklin union men now in jail are 
Henry F. Woerner, president; John Shea, 
secretary; Harry Brown, treasurer, and 
Michael Flannery, a member. The terms for 
which they are committed range from 
thirty days to six months. These tences 
recently were affirmed by the Supreffie court 
of Illinois. They grew out of the strike 
three years ago against the Chicago 
typothete printing houses. 


Demand Prisoners’ Release. 

A delegate from the printing pressmen’s 
union brought the subject to the attention 
of the federation. 

** While we are condoning the fate of Hey- 
wood, Moyer, and Pettibone in Idaho,” said 
he, *“‘ why not look a little nearer home. Over 
on the north side, repining in jail cells, are

“That is right,’’ said Delegate John C.

The 
Franklin union officials are imprisoned be- 
cause they were held by a certain judge to 
be in contempt of court for alleged violation 
of an injunction issued by him against the 
union, They never had a trial by jury, and 
until they have had such a hearing this fed- 
eration should demand their release.”’

OFFICIALS DENOUNCE “ONE MAN” 
SYSTEM NOW IN FORCE. 


Authorities Awakened by Saturday 
Night’s Robbery to Fact That Op- 
portunity Is Daily Offered Mis- 
creants to Drive Away with Rigs 
While Mail COollectors Are Inside 
Buildings—Pouches Stolen Are Re« 
covered, but Thieves LeaveNo Clews. 


A radical change in the methods of handling 
registered mail probably will result from the 
theft of a mail wagon and its contents Satur- 
day evening. The theft, which is one of a 
series of similar mail robberies, has aroused 
the postal authorities to the fact that such 
a robbery might take place every day under 
the present system and little or nothing could 
be done to prevent it. 

The discovery of the mail bags, from which 
everything of value had been taken, yester- 
day afternoon was of no assistance to the 
detectives who are searching for the robbers. 
It is now believed that there was at least 
$5,000 in cash in the bags. The money being 
in -bills of smal! denomination, the robbers 
will have no difficulty in disposing of them, 
and there is practically no clew upon which 
the secret service men can work. 


Rified Pouches Are Found. 
The mail bags were found where they had 


been searched Saturday evening. A pedes-' 


trian discovered them lying in an excava- 
tion in the rear of a building in the course 
of construction at 151 North Elizabeth street. 
Detectives from the West Chicago avenue 
police station took charge of the pouches. 
An examination showed that they had been 
cut open at the bottom and every letter con- 
taining money had been taken, as well asthe 
$3,500 in money which represented the day’s 
receipts of the South Water street substa- 
tion. 


Calls Negligence Criminal. 


“That such a thing could occur is nothing 
less than criminal negligence,’ said Col, 
Stuart, postoffice inspector. ‘‘ This is not the 
first time such a robbery has taken place, 
and unless there is a remedy there will be 
others. I have suggested changes before, 


but my suggestions have not been followed. : 


The common sense system would be to have 
two men on the wagons, one to go into the 
stations and the other to guard the wagon.” 

That such a precaution is neccessary is 
shown in the system of the State street de- 
partment stores, all of which have two men 
on each wagon. 

It is probable some plans for placing two 
men upon all of the wagons will be devised 
today. The matter will be taken up with 
the Richard Guthman Transfer company, 
which has charge of the hauling of the malls. 
As the company is under heavy bonds and 
will be compelled to make good the present 
loss, it ie likely that there will be no op- 
position from that source to the plan. 


See Hand of Former Thieves. 


The secret service men who are working 
on the case believe the theft is the work of 
the same men who have been active in pre- 
vious robberies of mail wagons. The ease 
with which they have escaped upon all pre- 
vious adventures apparently has encouraged 
them in the belief that mail wagons are their 
legitimate prey.

BODY FOUND AT EAST ST. LOUIS 
MAY BE OF CHICAGO BOY. 


Parents of Edward Martin, 302 West 
Polk Street, Whe Lost Life in Chi- 
cago River’ While Watching Fire 
at Franklin and Van Buren Streets 
Three Months Ago, Believe Corpse 
Taken from Water Is That of Their 
Gon. 


After being floated through the Chicago 
river into the drainage canal and then into 
the Misaissippi river, what is believed to be 
the body of Edward Martin, 18 years old, 302 
West Polk street, who was drowned almost 
three months ago, was found Thursday close 
to an abutment of a government bridge near 
East St. Louis, Tl. ~ 

Martin was drowned while watching a fire 
at the corner of Market and Van Buren 
streets. He and Charles Cohen, his brother- 
in-law, were attracted to the place by the 
reflection of the fire and stood on the river 
front for some time watching the blaze. 
Martin left Cohen, saying he would get some 
cigars, but instead of walking from the river 
he went toward the abutment of the Van 
Buren street bridge and fel) into the river. 

An alarm was promptly given and men on 
the fireboats engaged in fighting the fiames 
threw out life lines and endeavored to rescue 
drowning boy, but he soon sank in the 
river. 

Cohen did not notify Martin’s parents of 
the accident until the day following, hoping 
the young man had been rescued and that he 
would return to his home, The next morn- 
ing, however, when the boy still was missing, 
Cohen told Mr. Martin of thedrowning. The 
father at once employed divers to search in 
the river for the body, but without result. 
He endeavored to have the entire canal 
dragged, but when told that by no chance 
could the body pass Lockport the search was 
confined to that portion of the waterway 
above Lockport. 

The search was fruitless and the parents of 
the drowned boy had almost given up hope 
when they heard of the finding of an un- 
identified body of a young man near a steam- 
boat landing in the river near East St. Louis. 
They believed perhaps the body was that of 
their son, and from thelr investigation are 
convinced their surmise was correct. 


CITY’S DEATH RATE INCREASES. 


Mortality for Week Ending Saturday 
Reaches 19.45 Per Thousand— 
First Two Months Compared. 


With an increase of seventy-mine deaths 
over the preceding seven day period, the week 
ending March 2 showed a mortality rate in 
Chicago of 19.45 per thousand. The total 
number of death was 786, of which 144 were 
due to pneumonia, 91 to consumption, and 69 
to violence. Five persons died of influenza, 
Eleven committed suicide. 

From Jan. 1 to March 2 6,089 deaths ec- 
curred in the city, making the annual rate 
for the two months 17.73, an increase of $.21 
over the corresponding period of 1906. 

Up to the close of February a total of 
48,155 children in attendance on the public 
schools had been examined. Of these 7,205 
were either suffering or convalescing from 


a contagious disease and capable of spread- 
ing contagion among other scholars.

DRUG 6 GIRLS: MOB FORMS 


LYNCHING OF TWO MEN SEEMS 
IMMINENT IN MARIETTA. 


Traveling Sketch Artist and His Com- 
panion Accused of Rendering Misses 
from 12 to 14 Years O14 Uncon- 
scious with Liquors—Police Rush 
Suspects to Jail, Which Is Sur- 
rounded by Angry Crowd—Sheriff 
Has Strong Guard. 


Marietta, O., March 8.—[Special.}—A mob 
Surrounds the county jail tonight threaten- 
ing to lynch Walter W. Savage, a sketch 
artist of Syracuse, N. Y., and Andrew 
Coruthers, who were found this afternoon 
in Savage's room with six unconscious girls, 
whose ages range from 12 to 14 years. The 
sheriff and his deputies are guarding the 
jail. They declare they will be able to pro- 
tect the prisoners, though the feeling is in- 
tense and the mob is growing in strength 
momentarily. 

Savage is said to have lured the girls into 
his lodgings about 1 o’clock this afternoon 
and to have given them whisky, wine, and 
beer and administered some kind of drug. 

The police suspected that something was 
wrong about 6 o'clock this evening. Upon 
investigation they found all six of the girls 
unconscious on the floor. The girls and the 
two men, Coruthers having been found in 
the room, were taken to the city jail. 

Physicians made an examination of the 
girls and administered emetics. About 7 
o’clock they had partly regained conscious- 
ness. The girls charge that the men forced 
them to drink. 

The physicians are convinced that two of 
the girls were the victims of an attempted 
assault. The doctors are in doubt as to the 
others, as they have not completely recoyv- 
ered from the effects of the qrug.

Captain of Gendarmes Assacsinated 
and Aasailant Escapes—Engineor 
at Helsingfors Factory Fatally 
Shot by Discharged Workman-——18 
Peasants Elected to Duma Who Can 
Neither Read Nor Write—Monarch- 
ists Depending on Orators.

ST. PETERSBURG, March 8.—Alexis Ivan-

PETERSBURG, March 8.—A body of 
1,500 picked policemen surrounded the Poly- 
technic institute this morning and was ‘en- 
gaged until this afternoon in a search of 
three blocks of student quarters. Twelve in- 
fernal machines, a score of pyroxylin hand 
grenades, a quantity of repeating riftes, 200 
pounds of pyroxylin, and 400 pounds of dyna- 
mite were seized, 

The descent upon the institute, which long: 
had been suspected of being a nest of social 
revolutionists, wag due to information re-~ 
celved that ea series of outrages on impor- 
tant personages had been planned for March 
10. The besieging force was armed with 
loaded rifles, besides wearing cuirasges and 
helmets. 

On the arrival of the force in the yarda 
bomb was thrown from an upper window, but 
did not explode.

Gagarin, director of the institute, the search- 
ers went through all of the 1,000 rooms of the 
immense dormitory and seized, besides the 
arms and ammunition, several wagonloads 
of proclamations and thousands of copies of 
the new organ of the revolutionary party for 
circulation in the army.

PLATFORMS AND CANDIDATES. 

Mayor Dunne is the embodiment of the 
democratic platform as Mr. Busse is of 
the republican platform. Mayor Dunne, 
if elected, would be unflinchingly loyal 
to the disorderly and unwholesome doc- 
trines put forth by the men who nomi- 
nated him. If Mr. Busse shall be elected 
he will live up to the practical, sensible 
creed of the republican convention. He 
believes heartily in his platform, as 
Mayor Dunne does in his. 

The republican convention says that It 
favors the settlement of the traction 
question on the basis of the council ordi- 
nances. So does Mr. Busse. The demo- 
cratic platform is against the ordinances 
and so is Mayor Dunne. Here is one is- 
sue everybody can understand. One side 
is for good street car service and the 
other for bad service. Everybody who 
wants good service should be for Mr. 
Busse. 

The republican convention also says 
that it believes in “a business like, con- 
structive, and common sense municipal 
administration, and a broad minded, 
forceful direction of public affairs that 
That is Mr. Busse’s 
creed. He has exemplified it as post- 
master. By this time, after years of | 
official incompetency and neglect at the 
city hall, citizens should find something 
attractive and refreshing in a creed of 
efficiency and performance. 

Everybody knows how badly the affairs 
of municipal departments have been man- 
aged under the Dunne administration— 
how the school board and the police de- 
partment, for instance, have been run, 
The democratic platform does not prom- 
ise improvement and there would be none 
if Mayor Dunne were to be elected. His 
platform is devoted to the advocacy of 
unsound theories, which would be zeal- 
ously promoted by him to the exclusion of 
everything else if he were given an op- 
portunity. The platform calis for the 
municipal ownership of ll public 
utilities, and, although the city does not 
manage decently the public utilities in- 
trusted to it, Mayor Dunne would labor 
to have it authorized to run street cars, 
gas works, telephone exchanges, etc. It 
would matter nothing to him that the 
water supply was insufficient and the 
streets dirty and poorly policed. 

The republican platform and Mr. 
Busse stand for a greater and better 
Chicago, and for the public improvements 
and the intelligent government it needs. 
The democratic platform and Mayor 
Dunne stand: for wild theories, ineffi- 
ciency, and misrule. 


A SUBSTITUTE FOR LAW. 

The question whether statute law or 
the “higher law” should be observed is 
being discussed in various courtrooms, 
east, west, and south. It now comes up 
in Chicago. It is contrary to city ordi- 
nance to restore a saloon license which | 
has been forfeited. The mayor has re- 
stored some forty. Questioned whether 
he will obey the Jaw the mayor is re- 
porte? to have answered: “I will be 
guided by my conscience.” Asked the 
same question in another form, he an- 
swered, “I do not know yet. I miust do 
what is equitable.” 

The ordinance in regard to licenses has 
been passed since the beginning of the 
mayor's term. If it is a “dead letter” 
it is because he has made it so. He can- 
not plead ignorance of the law, as he did 
when he performed a mock marriage 
ceremohy under the impression that the 
marriage was legal. He was present at 
the meeting of the council when this ordi- 
nance was passed. He had an oppor 
tunity to veto it if he thought it inequi- 
table, but he signed it. It became a law 


with his knowledge and consent and ap- | 


proval. 

A man who is guided by his conscience 
rather than by the law is dangerous. 
Laws and ordinances are printed and 
any man can tell what they say. One 
man’s conscience no other man can read. 
To substitute the conscience of the mayor 
for the published law is contrary to the 
provision of the statute that the mayor 
“shall take care that the laws and ordi- 
nances are faithfully executed.” 

A man who has conscientious scruples 
against enforcing the laws and ordinances 
has no right to be mayor. If a con- 
scientious man it is hard to see why he 
should wish to be mayor, since he must 
either violate his oath of office or enforce 
a law against which his conscience pro- 
tests. If he is a lover of equity it is hard 
to see what pleasure he finds in destroy- 
ing that equality before the law which 
belongs to every citizen. The substitu- 
tion of a mayor's conscience and his idea 
of equity for the law would lead to un- 
certainty in the case of a mayor who 
was well meaning but weak, and would 
be a dangerous precedent leading to rank 
Sppression in the case of a mayor who 
was unscrupulous and bold. The law 
must be the supreme rile of citizen and 
mayor.

cently placed on the walls of the sub ) visible impairment of his capital. 


treasury building in New York. The 
subject chosen was the alleged episode at 
Valley Forge during the winter of 1777, 
when Washington was discovered kneel- 
ing in prayer for the cause of bis country. 
The tablet contains both an inscription 
and a relief, the latter lustrating the 
event commemorated. 

The objections which have been made 
relate to the authenticity of the story, to 
the artistic character of the tablet, and to 
the place where it is erected. The his- 
toric evidence favoring the story is not 
particularily reliable. It has long been a 
tradition in books of the sentimental! sort, 
but it is not given as a fact by any recog- 
nized authority. From an artistic stand- 
point it is shown that the dress of the 
commander does not conform to the fash- 
jons of the time, a pair of modern kid 
gloves being notably objectionable. The 
attachment of such a tablet to a building 
of some artistic pretensions is criticised 
as unwise, in that it detracts from insread 
of adding to the sightliness of the edifice. 

America has not been lavish with me- 
morials of -the past, and many of those 
which have been erected are objectionabis 
because of their inartistic quality. ‘The 
same criticism lies occasionally against 
the memorials of other countries, some of 


| those in Westminster abbey, for instance, 


being notably offensive to good taste. It 
is proper for the people of this country to 
urge that the development of the desire 
for such tributes be attended by an intel- 
ligent supervision which will secure at 
least three things—namely: faithfulness 
of historic outline, correct artistic detail, 
and proper placing. 

Chicago is fortunate in that it has an 
art commission which will not allow the 
parks and other public grounds to be dis- 
figured by bronze or stone monstrosities. 
Furthermore, the administration of the 
million dollar Ferguson fund is in the 
hands of the directors of the Art institute, 
who will insist that artistic merit shall 
mark each memorial to be provided out of 
that great endowment for beautifying 
Chicago. | 

Nothing is more deserving of encour- 
agement than the desire to commemorate 
in enduring bronze the virtues or the 
achievements of the worthy men of the 
past. But it is always easy to let senti- 
ment get away with judgment and always 
difficult to get rid of an unsightly and in- 
artistic memorial after it is once placed. 


AN EDUCATIONAL REVOLUTION. 

A writer in an eastern newspaper ex- 
presses his belief that the large dona- 
tions of multi-millionaires to the cause 
of education will work a revolution in 
college and university life. A fund of 
$10,000,000 whose interest is to be used 
for pensioning professors and another of 
$43,000,000 whose income is to be used 
in strengthening small institutions whose 
future seems hopeful of promise are cer- 
tain to produce changes in American 
college conditions that will be notable. 

The possibility of a retiring allowance 
after a certain period of usefulness ap- 


peals with increasing force to the college 


professor. The one who chooses that 
profession voluntarily gives up the chance 
of making far more money as a lawyer 
or a physician or a business man.- He 
finds some compensations in the char- 
acter of his work and the generally pleas- 
ant conditions of life which surround 
him. But his constant worry is for the 
future, when he sees himself laid aside 
for younger men without a competence to 
live on. owing to the comparatively small 
salary received in the years of hard work. 
Under such circumstances of life the in- 
stitution which shares in the big pension 
fund is likely to prove more attractive 
than the one which is barred from par- 
ticipation. 

The small college cannot raise a pri- 
vate pension fund without great diffi- 
culty. As a rule, it is unable to secure 
enough money for its pressing needs. If 
it is a denominational college it is not 
given a hearing by the trustees of the 
pension fund. The general education 
fund is to be used to encourage institu- 
tions which need assistance but which 
have a definite outlook for the future. 
The fate of the small denominational 
college, without adequate endowment, 
not regarded as well located or well 
equipped for ‘future development, and 
without a pension fund, seems to be 
sealed. It will lose its wideawake pro- 
fessors and its brightest students will 
seek better advantages and superior 
equipment elsewhere. 

If there were the intensity of denomi- 
national spirit that once prevailed the 
future of the small denominational col- 
lege would not be so dark. But the lines 
of strife have been obliterated. Denomi~ 
national ties are steadily weakening. The 
narrow sectarianism of a former day has 
disappeared. As for the colleges it looks 
more like the survival of the fittest than 
ever in the history of American educa- 


tion.

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| NEWS OF THE THEATERS. 


T has been the misfortune of the crown 
prince of Sweden to have been involved 
for a number of years past in contro- 


nection with his civil list. They may 
said to have commenced shortly after he at- 
tained his majority with his complaints of 
the alleged inadequacy of his allowance from 
the state, Then, later on, he gave utterance 
to some arly harsh views with re- 
gard to the political aspirations of the Nor- 
wegians for increased autonomy, and to his 
belief that armed force, of which he was 


stitute the most efficacious means of bring- 
ing them to their senses. 

The Norwegian legislature, deeply incensed, 
retaliated by declining for several years to 
vote the quota of Norway to his civil list. 
Eventually a compromise,. not altogether 
creditable to the crown prince, was brought 
about. But, of course, the coup d'état, by 
means of which Norway cut herself adrift 
from Sweden and established herself as an 
independent kingdom, ended for ever her 
contribution to the Swedish crown prince's 
income. 

Since then he has been continually at the 
Swedish government and parliament to make 
up to him the amount formerly paid by Nor- 
way, that is to say, to almost double the 
annuity paid to him by the Swedish treasury. 
Successive administrations and legislators 
of every shade of politics have shown them- 
selves indisposed to comply with his de- 
mands, and when the other day he once more 
made an application to the administration 
and to parliament for a lump sum to defray 
Habilities incurred by reason of the in- 
adequacy of his allowance from the govern- 
ment, he encountered not only an unfriendly 
refusal, but a suggestion that he should sell 
his large stables in order to raise the amount 
necessary to pay hie debts. 

" .- 

It may be questioned whether the Swedish 
statesmen, in and out of office, and the Swed- 
ish people in general, as represented by their 
parliament and by their newspapers, would 
have assumed such an attitude towards the 
crown prince had it not beem that his per- 
petual wrangling about money matters had 
imbued them with the conviction that he was 
of a most grasping and money greedy char- 
acter, an impression further strengthened by 
the knowledge that there had been some fam- 
ily differences, arising from the fact that 
Queen Sophia was.unduly favoring her seo- 
ond son, Prince Oscar, in a financial way. 

Queen Sophia is enormously rich. Her 
great wealth is derived from the publie gam- 
bling tablea which her father, the penulti- 
mate sovereign, duke of Nassau, used to 
lease in his capital at Wiesbaden to the late 
M. Blane, much in the same way that the 
prince of Monaco now leases the casino at 
Monte Carlo to old Blanc’s son and sons- 
in-law, Prince Constantine Radsiwill and 
Roland Bonaparte. 

The queen seems bent upon atoning for the 
tainted origin of her fortune by religion car- 
ried to the extreme, and to her intervention 
is due a stringent law, compelling the unwill- 
ing Swedes to an altogether Puritan observ- 
ance of Sunday, which previous to the acces- 
sion to the throne of her husband had always 
been regarded as a holiday, destined for 
gayety, pleasure, and more or less innocent 
dissipation. Her ideas are shared by her 
second son, Oscar, who is regarded as the 
chief heir to his mother’s wealth, and who 
surrendered his royal prerogatives and his 
rights of succession to the throne to wed her 
maid of honor, Miss Ebba Munk, with whom 
he takes active part in the work of the Salva- 
tion army, preaching publicly as a Salvation 
army officer, not only in halls but also in 
streets. 

—— 

King Oscar, too, is rich, and his pronounced 
fondness for making money in all sorts of 
ways regarded as incompatible with the dig- 
nity of a crowned nega. may be said to con- 
stitute in the eyes of his people thé one dis- 
cordant note in an otherwise altogether ad- 
mirable character. He has been quite as 
much of a stock jobber, speculatoér, and mer- 
chant, In the broadest sense of the word, as 
Leopold. of Belgium and King George of 
Greece, 

He has realized large sums in connection 
with the rebuilding of the Swedish capital, 
buying up, privately, out of the way slums, 
which were afterwards acquired by the mu- 
nicipality and government for the creation 
of new squares, parks, streets, and public 
buildings. Indeed, he has been in this re- 
spect the Swedish covhterpart of that Baron 
Haussmann who in the reign of Napoleon 
Ill, did so much to transform the city of 
Paris. 

Besides this Oscar is interested in a great 


manufactories, mills, breweries, etc. He 
never misses an occasion to pfaise elther the 
Grand hotel at Stockholm or the beer of 
St. Eric, of both of which concerns he is far 
and away the largest stockholder. Court 
gossip, indeed, goes so far as to relate that 
he actually recommends his beer to the for- 
eign envoys accredited to his government. 
a 


It may be added that King Oscar is a large 
stockholder in the Suez Canal company, and 
that, more fortunate than others, he man- 
aged to make big sums out of the ill fated 
Panama canal enterprise, from which he sold 
out as soon as ever he acquired knowledge 
of the true condition of affairs, knowledge 
which, owing to the fact of its being at the 
time beyond the reach of the public, enabled 
him to get rid of his stock at a large premium. 
As it was the conviction of the wo ess 
of the stock that led him to sell, it must be 
admitted that it was a smart piece of busi- 
ness, Which, while it might commend itself 
to certain Wall street circles, can scarcely 
be described as altogether worthy of an 
anointed of the Lord. 

It is to this species of greed for money, 
which is likewise, as I have pointed out 
above, ascribed to his eldest son, the crown 
prince, and which is probably inherited from 
his great-grandfather, the village lawyer and 
loan broker at Pau, in the south of France, 
that must be ascribed the fact that Oscar, 
in spite of his wonderful gifts, accomplish- 
ments, and cleverness, is infinitely less popu- 
lar with his subjects than his elder brother 
and predecessor. 

The latter, Charles XV., was a man of 
much less strict morality and far less blame- 
less than Oscar in his private life. An artist 
to his finger tips, he was a bohemian in 
the bad as well as in the good sense of the 
word. But with all that he was so jolly, so 
good natured, so genial, and open handed, 
that he was described by all who knew him 
as “delightfully wicked,” and remains, in 
spite of all his many faults and shortcomings 
far and away the most popular member of 
the dynasty founded by Marshal Bernadotte 
in Sweden.

Let me add that Crown Prince Guetav, be- 
sides having, as I have shown before, enor- 
mously wealthy parents, has married @ rich 
wife, the crown princess being the sole 
daughter and one of the only two children 
of the grand duke and grand duchess of 
Baden.

CARL SCHURZ’S ADMIRERS 
PLAN MONUMENT TO HIM. 


Organization with National Scope 
Also Contemplates Fund to Fur- 
ther Life Work to Which 
He Was Devoted. 


The National Carl Schurz Memorial asso- 
clation, organized soon after his death to 
establish a memorial of hig career, has com- 
pleted and announced its plans. 

‘The project contemplates the establishment 
of a fund to provide a suitable monument to 
be erected in the immediate future, and sub- 
sequently to obtain the advancement of cer- 
tain phases of public work, to which much of 
Carl Schurz's life was devoted. It is expected 
that the, fund will amount to $260,000, 
Through a few private subscriptions $40,000 
has been obtained.

Promote Civil Service Reform. 

Objects to which the fund will be devoted, 
after the monument has been erected, are: 

First—To promote in some effective manner a 
wider application of the principles of civil service 
reform. 

Secoml—To promote the extension of Germanistic 
culture in the United States. 

Thimi—To commemorate Mr. Schurz’s work for 
the advancement of the negro and Indian races 
through the erection of a suitable building or other 
memorial at the Hampton institute. 

The form and location of the monument, 
which will be of bronze or marble, aro to be 
determined later. 

Other objects of the memorial fund will 
be taken up in the order named. In regard 
to them a letter the association will send out 
this week from its New York headquarters 
eays: 

oh r. Schura’s long leadership in the civil 
service reform movement is a part of our 
history. His interest and belief in the move- 
ment for the extension of Germanistic culture 
were shown by the part he took in the estab- 
lishment of the Germanic Museum associa- 
tion of Harvard, of which he was president, 
and of the Germanistic society in New York, 
of which he wae vice president.

To Commemorate Indian Work, _ 
“The perpetuation of his name at Hamp- 
ton—devoted as it ie to the elevation of two 
races for the good of which he labored, offi- 
cially and privately, throughout his life— 
would, in the judgment of the committee, be 
peculiarly appropriate. It was at Hampton 
that Mr. Schurs, while secretary of the in-

ure Held to Be Farce Under Which None 
to Reward Are Able to Obtain It. 


Agree in Campaign—Present 


of Those Entitled 


With all factions in the teaching force 
standing shoulder to shoulder—union teacher 
with nonunion teacher and 0 | with the 
rank and file—Chicago’s 6,000 p school 
teachers will today begin their active fight 
to secure the passage by the general assem- 
bly of an aimendment to the pension law 
which will assure every teacher in the system 


a comfortable old age. 

All the various factions in the teaching 
force have been united on the bill amending 
the pension law, which hae been drafted by 


the teachers’ pension delegate convention, 
and yesterday the announcement was made 
that practically every teacher in the employ 
of the board of education is an active sup- 
porter of the measure, ? 

The amendment was drawn by the teachers 
themselves, represented by delegates to the 
pension convention, and when the yote on the 
final draft wes taken there were no “ nay” 
votes. The teachers in every school in the 
city put themselves on record as favoring the 
bill, irrespective of their affiliations.

Bill Indorsed by Oooley. 

Superintendent of Schools Edwin G. Cooley 

yesterday gave the measure his approval- 
The board of education favors the bill. 

‘‘T am heartily in favor of a pension law 
which will adequate provide for teachers in 
ol4 age,” said Supt. Cooley. “I am also 
heartily in favor of the disability clause in 
the new bill. The best feature of the pro- 
posed law is that no discrimination is shown 
because of sex or salary. All teachers, from 
those of the lowest salary rank to the high- 
est, are treated alike and fairly.” 

No steps are to be left untaken by the 
teaching force to secure the passage of the 
new bill. : 

Miss Jane Addams, chairman of the school 
management committee of the board of edu- 
cation, has been made chairman of a com- 
mittee to go to Springfield to lobby for the 
bill. John T. Ray, principal of the Crerar 
school, who is president of the pension con- 
vention; Miss Grace Redd, principal of the 
John B. Drake school, and Miss Louie L. 
Kilbourn, formerly president of the Chicago 
Teachers’ federation, are members of this 
committee. The committee was empowered 
to appoint as many other members as it felt 
would be needed at Springfield. These ad- 
ditional members are to be named today. 
and the trip will be made to Springfield as 
soon as word ig received that the bill is be- 
fore the committee of the house.

Teachers Give to Help Movement. 

Secretary Lewis E. Larson of the board of 
education, with the authority of the board, 
last week directed letters to every principal 
in the school system authorizing him to take 
up a voluntary collection in his school to de- 
fray the expenses of the committee to be sent 
to Springfield to secure the passage of the 
amendments to the pension law. President 
Ray of the pension convention announced 
that responses had been so generous that al- 
ready $800 has been received for the use of 
the committea, : 

A meeting of the committee will be held to- 
day to map out the Springfield campaign. 
In the meanwhile every teacher in the sysa- 
tem, independently of the committee, is ex- 
pected to call upon the representatives at 
Springfield from her district and urge the 
passage of the amendments.

Old Law Full of Defects. 

/The old pension law, because of its unfair- 
ness, practically was uselesa. Under the old 
law contributions were made on a percent- 
age of salary basis, and this plan placed the 
whole burden practically on the higher sai- 
aried teachers, dithough they received no ad 
ditional benefits in proportion to the size of 
their contributions, 

Men like Alfred Kirk, who \served the 
schools for half a century and retired with 
honor, were compelled to accept pensions of 
$180 a year because of the depleted condi- 
tion of the pension fund, although they were 
entitled to $600 a year under the law. The 
law, according to the teachers, gave no as- 
surance of stability, and for that reason 
teachers were frightened away from the pen- 
sion fund by the feeling that they would re- 
ceive no return from their investments, 

On the other hand the old law offered little 
attraction to young teachers who hoped to 
retire and marry before the expiration of 
the twenty year term, as once they contrib- 
uted to the fund their money was gone and 
no part of it could be recovered upon retire- 
ment before they reached the pension age. 
Furthermore, under the 61d law the male 
employés of the schools were compelled to 
wait twenty-five years before becoming eli- 
gible to a pension, while the women became 
eligible at the termination of twenty years 
of service. 

—- * 
Unfairness Seen in Levy. 

This inequality prejudiced the men teach- 
ers and principals against the pension fund, 
and hundreds withdrew as contributors one 
efter another until the funds were go de- 
pleted that the trustees were obliged to re- 
duce the pensions 70 per cent, reducing the 
maximum paid from $600 to $180. Another 
fault found with the old law, one of the most 
serious faults, was the provision which. com- 
pelled all subscribers to contribute a cer- 
tain per cent-—l1 per cent—of their salary. 
This system compelled principale and teach- 
ers receiving an annual salary of $2,500 to 
contribute $25 @ year, although their pension 
would be no larger than that received by the 
teacher contributing $12 from a salary of $1,- 
200. Under the old law teachere receiving 
leas than $1,200 a year in salary received pen- 
sions amounting to one-half their salary. 
Those receiving $1,200 or more received $600, 
this sum being the maximum,

Terms of Proposed Law. 

The amendments proposed by the teaching 
force provide a sliding scale for contributions, 
contributors being divided into classes, ac- 
cording to length of service. 

The proposed act provides that ali those 
who have taught less than five years shall 
constitute the first class; those who have 
taught more than five years and less than ten 
years shall comprise the second class; those 
who have taught more than ten and less than 
fifteen years shall constitute the third class, 
and those who have taught longer than fifteen 
years shall make up the fourth class, 

With the teachers so divided, the bill pro- 
vides that those of the various classes shall 


pay assessments into the fund on the basis 


of the following sliding scale:

Fix One Sum for All. 

The proposed amendments to the law also 
provide a universal pension of $400 a year. 
In other words, every teacher after serving 
twenty-five years in the schools shall re- 
ceive $400. This sum was fixed for the rea- 
son that it is believed the trustees can better 
afford to pay $400 to every teacher who re- 
tires on a pension than to pay $600 to some 
and $200 to others, as the number who retire 
under the old law who have become eligible 
to the maximum salary constitute a great 
majority. 

The proposed amendments also equalized 
the age limit by providing that both men and

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IROQUOIS TRIAL 
TO BEGIN TODAY 


Prosecutor and Witnesses Go 
to Danville Where Proceed- 
ings Will Be Held. 


TO PROBE THEATER FIRE. 


Former Manager Will J. Davis Is 
the Defendant in Charge 
of Manslaughter. 


After a delay of more than three years 
the Iroquois fire case will go to trial this 
morning at 9 o’clock before Judge BD. R. BH. 
Kimbrough at Danville, Il. 

Assistant State's Attorney Barbour, who 
will conduct the prosecution, together with 
twenty-two witnesses and stenographers, 
went to Danville last night. The only woman 
in the party was Mrs. Maude Jackson, 
mother of Miss Avis Jackson, 16 years old, 
who died in the theater fire on Dec. 80, 1903, 
and whose death is the basis of the state’s 
case against Will J. Davis, who was man- 
ager of the theater. 

Mr. Davis and one of his attorneys, Alfred 
8. Austrian, also went to Danville last even- 
ing. The other attorneys for the defense 
are Levy Mayer of Chicago and Josepli B. 
Mann of Danville. The assistants of Mr. 
Barbour will be George T. Buckingham and 
State's Attorney John W. Keesilar, both of 
Danville. 


Expects to Get Jury Today. 

* We anticipate no delay in getting a jury,” 
said Mr. Barbour before taking the train. 
“I think the jury will be obtained before 
noon tomorrow. In the afternoon the attor- 
neys will make their opening speeches tothe 
jury. For the state, Mr. Buckingham will 
deliver the opening address. Aside from the 
humerous grounds on which Mr. Davis is 
charged with manslaughter, it isn’t gener- 
ally known that he opened the theater and 
allowed it to be packed with people every 
day before it was finished. The plumbing 
even wasn’t completed the day of the fire. 
The building was without fire protection or 
precaution. 

“We have a witness who will swear that 


| the ventilator above the stage, which the 


law requires to be kept open, was wired shut 
and that the day after the fire workmen were 
| geen removing the fastenings which held the 
ventilator closed. The case probably will 
be on trial about a month. 


Many to Testify for State. 

The state has summoned 200 witnesses. 
Graphic narratives of the awful experience 
will be told by survivors, some of whom were 
frightfully burned. | 

“One witness, whose name thus far we 
have not made public, will be a woman who 
was so terribly burned that she hask’t been 
out of her house but a few times since the 
fire. Her maid has to accompany her every- 
where—even has to feed her, because her 
hands were rendered useless. It is such per- 
sons as these and their friends who have 
demanded that some one be held to account 
for the fire.”’ : 

Mrs. Maude Jackson volunteered to aid 
Assistant State's Attorney Barbour by tak 
ing charge of the women witnesses in Dan- 
ville. A fixed system has been adopted for 
taking care of the witnesses. The plan is to 
require the presence of any one witness in 
Danville not more than a day and a night. 
Assistant State’s Attorney D. Avery Kim- 
bark will manage the Chicago end of the trial, 
summoning from day to day the required 
witnesses and referring to the law books, 

t State’s Attorney Barbour said 
he considére as his best witnesses some of 
the survivors. None of them was included 
in the party that went to Danville with him. 

Cook County to Bear Cost. 

Assistant Chief of Police Schuettler will 
go to Danville today to appear as a witness. 
State’s Attorney Healy will be present at the 
trial during the most important sessions. 

** Cook county is to be congratulated on the 
selection of the two Danville attorneys who 
are to take part in the trial,”’ said Mr: Bar. 
bour. “Both are hard workers and have 


spent much time in acquainting themselves 
with the case. A rough estimate of the cost 
of the trial is $10,000, which will be paid by 
Cook county.” 

The prosecution is éonsiderably in the dark 
as to what Mr. Davis’ defense will be. It will 
be altogether a technical one, it is said. 

“TI feel confident I shall be acquitted,” said 
Mr. Davis. “ Those who died in the Iroquois 
theater fire were the victims of circumstances 
over which I could have had no control. Of 
course it is a most lamentable affair to ma’’

There are now 883 members in the Western Socie- 
ty of Engineers, and of these 700 reside in Chicago. 
Their work extends to every nook of the Great Central

In structural iron Chicago concerns do a business 
of about 100,000 tons per year. Structural iron made 
in this city finds its way into railroad structures all 
over the country. Chicago builders, who are engaged 
in work everywhere, naturally favor their home town

Building of Portland, Oregon. This gives an idea of 
the extent of territory which Chicago manufacturers 
are covering. If there are added to this list the leading 
buildings of Boston, Philadelphia, Atlanta, 
Orleans, St. Louis, Kansas City, Minneapolis, and 
Denver, it is easy to understand the place that is occu- 
pied by Chicago inthis important industry.

Greater 
improvements have been made here in the way of 
labor-saving machinery than anywhere else and the 
Chicago product competes with that of local manu- 
factures right in their home field, clear to the Pacific 
Several very large concerns have grown up 
in the business, while there are a hundred or more 
whose annual output has reached respectable figures. 
The local trade of the city in sash, doors and blinds 
during the long periods of continued activity in 
building is of itself a very large one.

ware trade. Against the sharpest competition from 
the manufacturers and wholesale houses in adjacent 
cities Chicago concerns have made steady headway 
until this interest has become one of the leading indus- 
tries of the city. Sales of hardware in 1906 aggregated 
$69,500,000. During that year several of the larger 
houses were unable to fill all their orders, so great was 
the call upon them. Of late years wholesale dealers 
and manufacturers have widely extended their lines 
of product to include material for meeting all sorts of 
factory and foundry demands. 

In hardware, as in dry goods, Chicago boasts of 
having the largest concern of its kind in the world. 

While Chicago is the smallest user of refrigerating 
machines of any of the larger cities, owing to the 
ample supply of excellent ice from nearby lakes, yet 
its manufacture of refrigerating machines is becoming 
an important industry. Their use is being rapidly 
extended in all directions and the Chicago firms mak- 
ing them report a big increase in sales from year to 
year. Chicago is considefed the center of this trade 
and machines made or sold here find their way into 
most every quarter of the globe. 


COAL BY THE MILLION TONS. 


The coal trade of Chicago is a necessity, largely of 
local character. Situated within an easy distance of 
the immense coal fields of Indiana and Illinois there 
is an ample supply at low cost of all grades for 
manufacturing purposes. In hard coal Chicago re- 
ceives about 1,000,000 tons per year by lake, most of 
it coming from Buffalo. The region west of Chicago 
for several hundred miles is largely supplied from 
the Chicago coal docks, transshipment from lake 
vessels to cars being made here. A considerable 
quantity of bituminous coal from Western Pennsyl- 
vania, West Virginia and Ohio: is received by both 
the railroads and the lakes. The annual sales of coal 
in Chicago show a steady increase of about 10% per 
year, indicating about that growth in the aggregate 
of manufactures and population. 

BIGGEST LUMBER MARKET ANYWHERE. 

The beginning of the lumber trade of Chicago 
dates back to 1832, when Alfred Driggs shipped the 
first parcel of whitewood to this port from St. Joseph, 
Mich. Until 1834 the whitewood that was produced 
in the St. Joseph River Valley and shipped from the 
north of that river comprised the bulk of Chicago 
supplies. Some lumber was derived from the native 


oak and other woods that were scattered along the 
north branch of the Chicago River, a little being 
brought in from the Calumet section, and at onetime 
some were wagoned in from the Fox River Valley. 
In 1834 a steam sawmill was built on the North 
Branch near Clybourn Avenue. This was the real 
beginning of Chicago as a great manufacturing point 
in the lumber trade. 

The first lumber fleet of Chicago comprised two 
schooners, the Chicago and Ariadne. These vessels 
carried from 10,000 to 15,000 feet each. The first 
real sawmill built in St. Joseph was erected in 1837. 

In 1835 Nathaniel Brown had the distinc- 
tion of shipping the first cargo of white pine to Chi- 
cago. Three years later Benjamin H. Wheelock erect- 
ed the first mill at Muskegon. From that date fore 
ward there was a steady growth of white pine manu- 
facture in Western Michigan, until the annual product 
in the late '80s reached over 1,200,000,000 feet. In 
the meantime the mill industry at Menominee, Mich., 
and Marinette, Wis., had developed to the extent of 
500,000,000 feet a year, which was gupplemented by 
the output at Peshti Oconto, Escanaba and 
numerous other Green Bay and northern Michigan 
shore points, with a product probably reaching 
600,000,000 feet or more. Nearly all this immense 
volume of lumber was shipped to Chicago by lake, 
giving the lumber fleet of this port world-wide renown. 
Eventually, the producing field was extended to the 
head of Lake Superior, though much of the mill output 
on that lake went down the chain of lakes to the 
eastern markets. 

The effect of this great lumber trade on the growth 
of Chicago and the surrounding country cannot be 
overestimated. In the early struggles of the town 
the lumber supply derivable from the resources of 
Michigan and Wisconsin furnished about the only 
material obtainable for building purposes. The es- 
tablishment of sales yards, first on the main river, 
thence up its branches, was the first incentive for 
building wharfs and for harbor improvement, as well 
as for providing vessels for the transportation of 
lumber, and, finally, other products. Thus the 
lumber trade was the initiative commerce on Lake 
Michigan and the entire chain of great lakes, later to 
be largely usurped by the grain, coal and iron trades. 

The development of the Chicago: wholesale and 
retail lumber yard trade from the time in the early 
’30s when a few “‘hooker’’ loads were discharged on

When im Chicago call om un 
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the mud banks above Fort Dearborn to the docking 
of the North and South branches for many miles for 
the accommodation of the yards was of first import- 
ance to the growth of the city as a commercial center. 
It paved the way for the introduction of the numerous 
industries and shipping facilities that crowd the 
streams far out toward the city limits north, south 
and west. At the maximum stage of the wholesale 
pine yard business—about 1886—there were forty 
yards in this city that received lumber by the cargo, 
assorted, graded and stored it, and bine by the 
carload to all points in the country. It was the 
greatest wholesale lumber market in the world. Its 
possibility was dependent upon a combination of 
resources and adaptabilities that were never else- 
where equaled and probably never will again be 
equaled. There was the immense pine growth of 
three states accessible to lake navigation, by which 
mill product was transferred to the yards of the 
dealers, a vast prairie country to be supplied = 
lumber, and railroad systems sufficient-for the d 
tribution of stocks to any part of the country. 

Besides the wholesale yards there were numerous 
retail ones that supplied the local demand at prices 
not. much in advance of the wholesale rates. This 
local market was thé cheapest in the oe which 
was a great aid to the growth of the city and the 
promotion of its wood manufactures. This - “ 
tude and cheapness of the local supp rf 
great industry in the manufacture of doors, eo 
blinds, moldings, boxes and other things made from 
pine lumber. By 1885 there began to be considera- 
able southern pine brought to Chicago, and it entered 
into yard stocks to an increasing degree. Now 
southern or yellow pine is an important factor in the 
local suppl "4 of timber and lumber, having taken 
the place of northern pine to a large extent. Within 
recent years the fir, cedar, spruce, white pine and 
sugar pine of the Pacific Coast have come in as com- 

etitors of the other woods, while red cedar shingles 
rom Washington have to a latge extent supplanted 
the pine and white cedar shingles of the nearby 
states. 

As early as 1885 there began to be as large a devel- 
opment as formerly of the hemlock trade in this city. 
There had been a good deal of hemlock used for the 
foundation of cedar block pavement, but it had not 
been much used for building p in the city or 
for shipment to the country trade The use of hem- 


. ern and Pacific coast lumber has 


lock gradually increased as the supply of pine 
diminished, until it is now the main dependence for 
the frames and of ee of the ordinary 
class, both in the city and country 

The decline of the ihn oh ine supply and the 
substitution of southern and Pacific coast woods 
have wrought great changes in the Chicago lumber 
trade. The wholesale white pine business has de- 
clined while the sale at wholesale and retail Of south- 
greatly increased. 
When receipts of northern pine at this point began to 
decline after 1892, in which year 2,250,000,000 feet 
was received, it was thought that this city as a lumber 
market had reached its zenith. But that conclusion 
has been proved to have been a mistaken one. This 
is seen in the fact that receipts in 1906 totaled 
2,355,589,000 feet, or an increase over receipts in 
1892, the previous banner year, of 105,589,000 feet. 
This increase in recent years from the low ebb of 
1895-6 can be accounted for by the great enlargement 
of local consumption. In the times of white pine 
supremacy from 60 to 75 per cent of the lumber 
arriving came in by the cargo, was stored in the 
wholesale yards and was thence shipped out to 


country customers. At the present time, though local 


consumption has overreached the shipping feature 
of trade, this market continues to hold a commanding 
position as a wholesale market for distribution to 
outside points. Of the 2,355,589,000 feet of lumber 
received in 1906, 1,301,967,000 feet was locally dis- 

osed of, while 1,018,861,000 feet was shipped. Thus 
ocal consum mgt fp tew exceeded shipments to the extent 
of 283,106,000 feet. In any event Chicago must con- 
tinue to be a great lumber market. 

The white pine and Norway pine industries of 
Michigan, Wisconsin and Minnesota have resulted in 
the accumulation of great wealth in the hands of 
stumpage owners, mill operators and lumber mer- 
chants. A large share of this capital has been con- 
centrated in Chicago. To a large extent it has been 
a factor in the establishment and maintenance of 
several of the more substantial banks of the city, 
several lumbermen having for years been directors 
and managing officials of leading banking institutions. 
It would be nearly impossible to reach anything like 
a correct estimate of the amount of capital directly 
invested in the Chicago lumber business at the present 
time. Besides the numerous local yards, planing 
mills, box factories and other woodworking establish-

In addition to CORRODERS AND ee a8 
this, many million feet of hardwood are annually Strictly Pure White Lead, 
employed as crating and boxing material, for the 
protection of goods being shipped. 

The total receipts of lumber of all kinds during 1906 
were 2,355,589,000 feet. Of this immense quantity 
only a little more than a billion feet was reshipped 
out of Chicago, the remainder of more than a billion 
and a quarter feet representing local consumption. 
It is safe to assume that the local consumption of 
hardwoods alone was approximately 450,000,000 feet. 
This quantity of hardwood lumber doubtless is nearly 
double that consumed by any other trade center of 
the United States during a single year. Another 
feature of the hardwood trade of Chicago lies in the 
fact that the consumption of hardwoods is gradually 
increasing while the consumption of soft or building 
woods shows a slight diminution. 

The hardwood business of Chicago is handled by 
approximately a hundred concerns. These houses 
almost without exception stand high commercially, 
and very few of them confine their operations to 
local trade. The Chicago manufacturer and merchant 
sell their products from the Atlantic to the Pacific. 
The volume of trade indicated in the foregoing figures 
but ill represents the total business transacted by 
Chicago hardwood lumbermen, as a large portion of 
their shipments does not come to Chicago at all, but 
is moved direct from the sawmills to other points of 
consumption in various parts of the country. About 
fifty hardwood concerns of Chicago carry stocks of 
varying size in pile locally, while with others the 
business is transacted through general offices, almost 
invariably located in the ‘“‘loop’’ district. 

In the manufacture and marketing of hardwoods 
Chicago is extremely catholic. _Every domestic and 
nearly every forefzn wood: is handled here in 
wholesale quantities. The greatest consumption 
is of white oak, red oak, maple, white ash, black 


ments, the men engaged in the business here have 
interests in timber lands, sawmills, logging railroads 
and other adjuncts of the business, the financial data 
of which it would be a herculean task to collect. 
Chicago capital in the lumber business is invested 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific, as well as in Mexico, 
Cuba and Canada. Numerous offices of lumbermen 
are scattered through the business district in which 
a wholesale business of indeterminable quantity is 
transacted, not only in Chicago but throughout, the 
country; for not all the lumber, by a large quantity, 
handled by Chicago dealers comes to this city, but 
is shipped from point to point, hundreds—even 
thousands—of miles from here. Men of no business 
as a class take a wider sweep in their operations than 
Chicago lumbermen. Their capital within recent 
years has been invested in timber lands and sawmill 
plants to a vast extent in all the yellow pine and 
hardwood states of the south, in Washington, Oregon, 
California, Idaho, Montana, New Mexico and Old 
Mexico, Several of the old, powerful white pine 
interests of the city have acquired immense areas of 
pine land in the Gulf states and have transferred 
their main manufacturing branches to that section. 
The sons and former employes of #he old northern 
pine producers have taken up the work where the 
elder men retired from it, and are expanding timber 
holdings and lumber manufacture to a degree that 
promises to exceed anything that their predecessors 
accomplished. 

One of the foremost industries of Chicago'is the 
hardwood lumber business. “This city stands pre- 
eminently in the world as a consumer of hardwood 
lumber. Beyond this its capital is invested in hard- 
wood timber and the manufacture of lumber in 
Michigan, Wisconsin, Illinois, Indiana, Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Missouri, Arkansas, Texas, Louisiana, 
Georgia, Alabama and South Carolma. 


The foundation of the immense consuming de- 
mand for hardwood lumber in Chicago is thé num- 
berless factories employed in making furniture, interior

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Closely allied with the lumber trade is the manu- 
facture of packing boxes for shipping purposes. This 
specialty has become a’ most important item in the 
lumber industry and a number of large concerns, 
which devote themselves exclusively to the manu- 
facture of packing boxes, have achieved a large and 
profitable trade. 


HARDWOOD FLOORS FOR A NATION. 
Chicago is really the pioneer in the making of high- 
class hardwood flooring and there has been built up a 
manufacturing business in this city that today 
aggregates an annual output of approximately 
50,000,000 feet. While a considerable portion of this 


flooring goes into local consumption, Chicago manu- 
facturers ship their product in full carlots to all points 
from Boston to San Francisco. Flooring makers are 
among the largest buyers of hardwood lumber in the 
Chicago market. 

The process of making hardwood flooring involves 
a good deal of expense, as a well-equipped plant has 
to be provided with ample storage room, immense 
dry kilns, and the very highest type of woodworking 
machinery to’ produce a product of the best quality. 
Chicago-made hardwood flooring has a reputation for 
merit not excelled by that produced in any other part 
of the United States. In quantity it produces about 
twenty per cent of the total made in the country. 

The largest output of hardwood flooring is of hard 
maple, as this material is generally used in store, 
public and office buildings, as well as for warehouse 
purposes. Beech flooring is manufactured locally 
to a considerable extent and is employed as a sub- 
stitute for maple where slightly less demands are 
made on its durability. Oak flooring is utilized for 
ornamental purposes, especially in fine flats and 
residences and higher class office floors. A small 
quantity of birch, cherry and black walnut flooring 
is manufactured locally and these woods are employed 
in ornamental floors and parquetry work.

Web is in excess of $12,000,000 annually, while the aggre- 
ante gate of the hardwood business handled by Chicago 
operators will probably not fall much below $25,000,- 
000, annually. 

Chicago is recognized as one of the chief commercial 
centers for the production of veneers. While the 
industry is by no means a new one, it is only within 
recent years that it has assumed large proportions. 

Although Chicago makes a considerable portion of 
the veneers of the country, the larger part goes 
directly into the hands of the piano, interior finish 
and furniture trade, which to a large extent build up 
their own three to five-ply panels. 

If is now an accepted tenet in the manufacture of 
doors, furniture, wainscoting, etc., that a ‘better 
result can be obtained from the use of glued-up panels 
of thin lumber than by the use of solid wood. Chicago 
is one of the largest producers of veneers made 
from oak, plain and fancy mahogany, vermilion 
and various other valuable woods. Logs and flitches 
of these woods are shipped to this market in car lots 
and are then reduced to thin lumber. Several manu- 
facturers of this material have timber holdings and 
sawmills in various sections of the hardwood produc- 
ing territory of the United States, where they secure 
logs and flitches for the purpose of making veneers 
at their Chicago plants. Others are regular attendants 
and buyers at auctions of mahogany held in the prin- 
cipal English markets.
